These 
men had no warning whatever of their 
impending fate. 


The explosion occurred beneath the 


platform on which they were standing, 
hurting many of them high into the air, 
destroying the adjoining depot and ren- 
dering a great hole in the earth. It is 
believed ft large quantity of dynnmito 
had been placed under the platform anil 
that it was set by means of electricity 
or by th« concussion canned by the ap- 
proaching train. .

With Young in the cab when a poltce- 


•nan was called, wan Mrs. Nan Patter- 
son, formerly an actress whose stage 
lame vrns "Nan Randolph''who is said to 
lave been a member of the original Flp- 
rodora sextette. Young's head was in 
.he woman's lap and she was screaming 
ivsterically. S'.j said she was Mrs. Kan 
Patterson. She said tliat Young told 
icr he was going to Europe today with 
lis wife and said: "I am going away for 
several months. 
You may not see me 


again for some time. Then you may, as 
I am undecided. Then she said, he drew 
a revolver and shot himself." 


REVOLVER IN HIS POCKET. 


The policeman told the coroner, how- 


ever, that the revolver'waTi in the man's 
locket nnd that he did not believe Young 
:ould have put it there after snooting 
limself. Young died about five minutes 
after the policeman first saw him. The 
woman was taken to n police station 
where she collapsed. There was a re- 
markable Fcene in the station 
when 


Young's partner, a man named Mfflin 
called there. He said Young never car- 
ried a revolver, nnd that he did not be- 
lieve the death was due to a self-inflicted 
wound.

Having found what she wanted, the 


next step was to finance the project and 
do the work. She alone had not money 
enough for it all. since the cost would 
be $3,000,000. She formed a company 
anil put her own capital Into the enter- 
prise. This gave others confidence, and 
the needed money wits subscribed for 
the construction of two electric power 
plants exclusively for mining purposes. 


One tiling more. The founder of the 


infant company and her associates 
found It would be extremely convenient 
to be relieved from paying taxes on 
their property until their enterprise 
was earning money and defraying ex- 
penses. 
Mrs. Tutt herself went to 


Phenlx and lobbied. She represented 
to the legislator's of Arizona that her 
scheme would eventually bring millions 
into the arid territory and should be 
welcomed as a public benefit rather than 
levied on for taxation.

BLOWN INTO 
FRAGMENTS 


Twelve Non - Union Miners 


Slain by Terrific Explosion 


of Dynamite in Colorado. 


Without Warning 200 Pounds of Deadly Explo- 


sive Was Set Oft Hurling Them High Into 


Air—Infernal Machine Found 


Under Depot Platform. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Col., June 
G.— 


Twelve miners'were instunly killed and 
eight or ten others bndly injured by an 
explosion that occurred after midnight 
at the Independence station of the Flor- 
ence and Cripple 
Creek 
railway. The 


cause of I IIP explosion has not licen as- 
certained, but apparently it \vas the re- 
sult of a dastardly plot against the non- 
union miners on the night shift at the 
Sburtloff, Pindlay and Lost Dollar mines 
who had just finished work and were 
about to return to their homes. These 
men had no warning whatever of their 
impending fate. 


The explosion occurred beneath the 


platform on which they were standing, 
hurling many of them high into the air, 
destroying the adjoining depot and ren- 
dering a great hole in the earth. It is 
believed a large quantity of dynamite 
had been placed under the platform and 
that it was set by means of electricity 
or by the concussion caused by the ap- 
proaching train- . 


FIND INFERNAL MACHINE." 


Lutcr detectives found 
the machine 


which set off the dynamite under the 
platform. It consists of a revolver and 
300 fact of steel wire. The revolver was 
placed underneath the platform close to 
the powder. The other end of the wire 
was fastened to a chair leg which was 
used as a lever from the cribbings of the 
Delmonico property. The whole district 
is aroused over the catastrophe and 
further trouble is feared. A number of 
fist fights have already occurred.

The conspirators evidently 
did not 


wish to kill or injure any of the crow 
in charge of the train which the ill-fat- 
ed miners intended to take for their 
homes in Victor and Cripple Creek. 
^Vhen within seventy-live feet of the 
depot at Independence, the engine whis- 
tle sounded as a signal for the men at 
the depot to get ready to board and to 
warn any luggers to make haste if they 
wished to catch the train. 


WlllSTLK THE DEATH KNELL. 
This whistle was the death signal, for 


no sooner had the shrill blast sounded 
than nn awful roar was heard and the 
mountain trembled as if rocked by nn 
earthquake. The train which was run- 
ning very slowly, was brought to a sud- 
den stop by the engineer awl members 
of the train crew ran hastily forward to 
investigate. They were horror stricken 
at the sight that greeted their eyes, a 
spectacle that was made «11 the more 
griiwsomc by the sickly Ilickcring lights 
from the lanterns and burning torches 
carried by the railroad men. It took 
but a lew seconds for the trainmen to 
appreciate 
the terrible situation 
and 


messengers were hurried away for as- 
sistance. 


A S1CKBX1XG SIGHT. 


The scene about the dcnot was sick- 


ening. 1'ortions of human bodies were 
scattered over the right of way, nnd in 
the twenty foot hole made by the explo- 
sion were found severed skulls, arms, 
legs and hands, and every object within 
a radius of fifty feet from the hole is 
bespattered with Wood. 


^even bodies M'cre laid out together 


and the remnants of others were secur- 
ed as fast as possible. On account of 
the terrible 
nature 
of their wounds, 


identification \vas difficult. 


TELLS STORY OK HO.RHOR. 


Charles Hector of the Slmi'tlofl mine, 


describe!* the explosion: 


"There were about 50 or GO o I us," he 


said-£-"wai£ing for our train which was 
couiing up the"-track a few hundred feefc 
distant. A nuiirber of miners who had 
not yet reached the depot were running 
toward it with their dinner buckets in 
hand. The train approached the depot 
at a moderate rate and the:"crowd, on 
tiie platform began to move around to 
secure -points of vantage 
in getting 


aboard as soon as the train stopped. At 
this moment an 
explosion occurred 


right under our' feet. The impact shook 
the buildings in the town and every- 
thing became absolutely dark. A few 
moments later the groans of the injur- 
ed were heard and people came running 
from residences and stores to the scene. 
I was uninjured. The depot, platform 
and tlte surrounding objects were rent 
into splinters. 


"The work of rescue was begun 
at 


once. Six badly wounded miners' ,~,.^~, 
picked up at different points near the 
scene and were quickly carried to the 
train and sent to 
Victor. The dead 


were found after much difficulty. There 
was almost total darkness in the vicin- 
ity."

The train wa'sfl jn: charge o^. liigineer 


W. W. Rush ancl Fireman James Gard- 
ner, who. cscapt'd 
unhurt. The train 


consisted of two large passenger coach- 
es and was without passengers as this 
was the first trip of the morning and 
Independence was the first station where 
passengers were expected. 


GREAT HOLE IN THE GROUND. 
It is supposed thatTat least two'hun- 


dred pounds of dynamite must have 
been used to produce such an explosion. 
The depot was enthely destroyed. The 
ground on which it stood shows a great 
gash as if an earthquake ha-d torn up 
the country and left this yawning cavi- 
ty to remind the people of a great up- 
heaval. The impact of 
the explosion 


was felt in every direction. The miners 
who stood on the platform were literal- 
ly shot far into the air. The theory of 
iimdcnl T-, scouted by every one. 


GOOD OfiDEK roil SIX MONTHS. 
Although the strjke of union miners 


in the Cripple Creek district which be- 
gan August 10, 1903, and which led to 
the declaration of martial law in Tellu- 
ride county by Gov. Pea-body, is still in 
effect, good order has been maintained 
for the past six months and military 
rule has been suspended and all troops 
withdrawn. The mine owners with the 
exception 
of 
the, Portland company 


claim to have as many men working as 
they need and they require all miners' to 
renounce all allegiance to the Western 
Federation .before giving them employ; 
merit. A committee appointed^ by. fee 
Western Federation is now in session at 
Denver to investigate the situation in 
the district visited by the camp last 
week.' 


Chas. II. Mover, president of the Fed- 


eration is in jail at Telluride, which is 
.under martial law, being held as a mili- 
tary 
prisoner by Gov. Pcnbody, who 


charges him with inciting insurrection 
and rebellion. Tclluridc is in southwest-' 
crn Colorado and is about foiir hundred 
miles from Cripple Creek. The strikes 
in the metalliferous mines of Colorado 
were ordered by the executive board of 
the Western Federation of Miners for 
the purpose of cutting off the ore sup- 
ply of mills and'smelters at which an 
eight hour day was refused to the em- 
ployes.

tive cost per week of patients in al 
asylums of the state, including Kaoine.

RACINE NEARLY AT HEAD. 


It shows that Racine county, while 


not the most expensive in the state, is 
nearly at the top. As will be seen 
;herc is an increase for the last five 
7RHTS of 01 cents per week per patient 


The original cost of the asylum was 


$57,000. During the time the bonds is- 
sued for the same run the county paid 
527,500 interest. In addition to 
the 


first cost $4,000 was expended for the 
water works and the two wings added 
a year ago cost $10,000.. making a total 
cost of $08,500, including the interest. 


In addition to what was received from 


;he state for patients there was a, tax 
cvied for the last seven years, running 
'rom fl.OOO to $7,000 for the mainten- 
ance fund. In view of these facts there 
are reasons to believe that the institu- 
rion was never self-sustaining.

NEW YORK, June 4.—Frank T. 


Young, known on the turf as Caesar 
Young, book maker, horse owner and 
stock holder in Pacific Coast race tracks, 
was shot and killed in a hansom cab to< 
day while on his way to the White Star 
Line pier to join hia wife, with whom 
he was to ha7e sailed for Europe. Mrs. 
Young was waiting at the pier 
when 


news of her husband's death, reached'her. 
At first the death was reported as a sui 
cide but various circumstances caused 
the police later to change their views. 


With Young in the cab when a police- 


man was ealledj w«« Mrs; Kan Patter- 
son, formerly an actresi whose stage 
name was "Nan Randolph" who is said to 
have been a member of the original Flo- 
rodora sextette. Young's head wag in 
the woman's lap and she was screaming 
hysterically. She said she was Mrs. Nan 
Patterson. She said that Young told 
her he was going to Europe today with 
his wife and said: "I am going away for 
several months. 
You may not see me 


again for some time. Then you may, as 
I am undecided. Then she said, he drew 
a revolver and shot himself." 


REVOLVER IN HIS POCKET. 


The poHeethan told the coroner, how- 


ever, that the revolver'waft in the man's 
pocket and that he did ndt believe Young 
could haVe put it there after shooting 
himself. Young died about five minutes 
aftet the policeman first saw him. The 
•woman waa taken to a police station 
where she collapsed. There was a re- 
markable scene in the station when 
Young's partner( a man named MiTlin 
called there. He said- Young never car- 
ried a revolver, and that he did not be- 
lieve the death was due to a self-inflicted 
wound. Millin said that. Young, who 
came- Irere'-fro'm^Errglffhd ten to fiftefti 
years ago s. poor man, was worth" more 
than half a million dollars. 


Shortly after Millin made this state- 


ment Mrs. Patterson was brought in to 
be taken to the coroner's office. Millin 
was leaning against the rail when he saw 
her. He started at her with a rush. She 
shrank back neainat a detective. 
Mil- 


lin again rushed at her, but two or three 
detectives grabbed him and held him un- 
til the woman was out of sight. Millin 
shouted at her as she left the station 
house. 


THREATENED TO SHOOT HER. 


The woman was takeii to Coroner 


Brown's private office and closeted with 
him. 
While there, Millen appeared. He 


tried to break into the room and get at 
the woman again, but was prevented. He 
called the woman names and shouted 
that he would kill her if he hdd a wea- 
pon. Mrs. Patterson msde a statement' 
to the coroner. She sad she was a 
niece of the cashier of a leading Jfew 
York bank. Continuing, Mrs. Patterson 
snid she heard a muffled report directly 
after Young had told her he was going 
to leave here. She said she did not see 
any pistol. She said she believed he 
shot himself with the pistol in his coat 
pocket. 


HELD IN $5,000 BAIL. 


The boil in which Mrs. Patterson was 


held, wns at first feed at $1,"000, she be- 
ing held as a witness, but this was later 
increased to $5,000 by the coroner on 
the request of til* police officials. 


Millin the partner of Young, insisted 


upon being connected with the case, snd 
was held in $1,000 bail as a witness, 
which he furnished at once. 


Less than a month ago a New York 


paper printed a page review of Young's 
career under the title "The Luck of Cae- 
sar Young." 


Mrs. Young left the pier when told of 


her husband's death and was taken to a 
friend's 
homo. 
She was 
completely 


prostrated. 


WON $50,000 ON EONIC, 


YoUng was an Englishman by birtli. 


He was brought to this couhtry in 1890 
by the old Manhattan club as .1 represen- 
tative of amateur athletics of England. 
Young several years ago purchased race 
horses, one of them being "Eonic" Which 
won tha Bu'rria handicap, one of the big 
stake races in California. Mi's. Young, 
then it bride, trained the horse and near- 
ly $50,000 was won by them on the race. 
Young brought a string of horaes east 
with him, when ho eamo here about a 
month ngoi 
The niost noted of them 


arc Cunarcl and Watercure. The dead 
man was Known on the race tracks a* 
Caesar Young, but his correct name WM 
EVank Thomrta Young. 


PUT' PISTOL BACK IN POCKET. 
The coroner later looked "over the 


statement made by MM. Patterson nnd 
found somet eslimony, which he had not 
made public. Mrs.' Patterson 
in 
her 


statement had said that while riding 
down west Broadwny, ahe beard a muf- 
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fled pistol shot. "How do you know it 
was a pistol slut 7" the coroner aaked. 


"Because I took the pistol out of hi» 


pocket and put it back again," the ans- 
wered. "After the shooting?" ''Yes." 
An autopsy was here performed on the 
body of Young. 


MURDER OR SUICIDE ? 


At the conclusion of the autopsy the 


examining physician said he was unable 
to say whether the wound was •elf-in- 
flicted or not. The bullet entered the 
body high up on the left side. 


Late in the day the coroner committed 


Mrs. Patterson to the 'Tombs without 
bail.

(Peneen) nnd C. E. Snively (Yates man). 


The roll was called on the motion. As 


it proceeded it became clear that the 
motion would have no opposition. ,Ten 
minutes later the roll -was suspended 
and by consent the convention took a 
recess until 2 p. m. 


.TO SUPPORT DENEEN. 


After the recess of the convention it 


was openly acknowledged that Deneen, 
Yatcs, Hamlin and Sherman had enter- 
ed a combination to nominate Deneen 
on the first ballot this afternoon. Can- 
didates Warner nnd Pierce were expect- 
ed to joint the combination, the details 
of which were perfected. 


The Yates delegates held a meeting

The Yates delegates concluded, their 


meeting at 2:05 p. m. Gov. Yatcs then 
made an address to his delegates with- 
drawing in favor of Dencen. 


YATES WITHDRAWS. 


The convention reconvened at 2:20. 


Governor Yates 
asked permission, to 


make a statement. There was no ob- 
jection and the governor took the plat- 
form. Governor Yates suggested as the 
next governor of Illinois the name of 
Chas. S. Deneen, (Great cheering) and 
withdrew his own name. 


OTHER CANDIDATES FOLLOW. 
Governor Yates closed his address 


amid great cheering at 2:30 and there 
were great calls for Hamlin. He ap- 
peared on the .platform amid cheers. At- 
torney General Hamlin spake for four 
minutes being 
frequently interrupted. 


He withdrew his name in favor of De- 
neen. 


There were calls for Sherman and he 


spoke from his 
place

When the war of the rebellion broke 


out in J;he year of 1861 many brave and 
noble sons of Eacine enlisted and went 
to the front to fight for the preserva- 
tion of the union. 


Among the 
hundreds was Patrick 


Reardon, as well known a young fellow 
at that time as could be found in the 
city. He enlisted in Company F., Seven- 
teenth Wisconsin. 


Battles were fought and he took part. 


At the battle of-Corinth, Mississippi, in 
the year 1862, he was accidentally kill- 
ed. Upon going to the front he left 
behind a father and mother and the 
JUowSvas a sad one to them. The fa- 
ther died .ind later in life the widow re- 
married and became Mrs. Brown, known 
as Mrs. Margaret Brown, of Marquette 
street. 


In 1897 Mrs. Brown, now SO years old, 


made an application for a pension. It 
was hard and difficult to secure the 
facts relative to the death of her son 
way back in 1862. Several ineffectual 
attempts'were made by attorneys and 
others to secure the pension, but all 
failed. 


81,010 TO BE PAID OVER. 


The matter was taken up by N.* G. 


Eadus, one of the well known residents 
and business men on the south side. 
The gentleman has succeeded in secur- 
ing the pension. Notice has been receiv- 
ed from the pension department that 
$12 per month will be allowed as long 
as the mother of the dead soldier lives, 
also that arrears of pension amounting 
to .$1,010 has also been allowed; This 
latter amount is undoubtedly the larg- 


xcst amount ever received for back pen- 
sion in this section of the state.

WOMAN REFUSED 


TO CLEAN 


Facts .Regarding Alleged Abuse 


at County Poor House 


Brought Out. ' 


One of.the hardest institutions iu this 


section of the court cry to manage is the 
Racine county poor house. Superinten- 
dent Hankinson is continually exper- 
iencing hard trials and 
tribulations. 


'Most of the inmates are poor and brok- 
en down old people, raging in age from 
50 to 00 years and they labor under the 
impression that they can do as they 
please and no, rules at. the institution 
are necessary. 


An old woman sent out from Racine 


a long time ago, rim away a few days 
ago and came to this city yesterday. 
She; circulated;a story that she had been 
abused by the keeper and his wife, that 
cold water had been thrown on her 
when she refused to work .and that she 
had been thrown and'held down on the 
floor, in fact the intimatipn was that 
patients were being Lented cruelly. 


PERSUASIVE METHODS FAIL. 


Investigation revealed that the old 


lady positively.refused to clean.her own 
room, which wns all the work-she was 
obliged to perform. All efforts on the 
part of Mrs. Kankinson to compel her, 
or rather coax lief to do the work, fail- 
ed. Mr. Hankinson took her in hand 
and used persuasive methods, hut it did 
no good. 
• 
• v ' . 


Sitting dawn on the floor in her room 


the woman positively refused 
to stir 


and said she would not scrub nor would 
she in any way clean the room. When 
she tried to get up and leave the room 
Mr. Hankinson stepped on her,dress so 
she could not arise. From a pail he pour- 
ed water on the floor and told her to 
mop it tip, but she refused, saying her 
hand ,,was lame and that she could not 
handle a mop. A rag was suggested 
and refused. 


In her efforts to get up her dress got 


into the water on the floor and was 
soaked with the water. After an hour's 
persuasion she cleaned the floor. This 
is all there was to the alleged abuse. 
j 


PREACHES IDLENESS. 


The whole trouble is with certain pa- 


tients who will not do a stitch of work 
and advise others not to work. A man 
named Webb, also a Racine patient, ap^ 
pears to be the leader. He circulates 
among the. people there and openly ad- 
vises the patients not to work, that 
they do not have to and the county is 
bound to take care of them. No hard 
work is demanded of a patient, but it 
is one of the rules that each patient 
shall see that her own room is kept rea- 
sonably clean. 


There are few poor houses in this 


state where the, patients' are treated 
more kindly and given better food than 
in Racine county. The house has re- 
cently been rebuilt and improved so 
that it now compares favorably with 
any in the state.

tions. 


MUKDEN, June 3.—For two days past 


rumors have been current of severe fight- 
ing on the Liao Tung peninsula. Details 
are lacking but the fact that fighting 
hag been general throughout the penin- 
sula is officially admitted. The Russians 
have pushed their outposts south 
to 


Wang Fang Tien, on the railroad while 
the Japanese occupy the coast from the 
shores of Korea Bay inland to the vi- 
cinity of Sin Yen. Ths fact :that a Ja- 
panese army estimated to number 50,- 
000 men is concentrated south of Kin 
Chou is regarded here as indicating the 
region where decisive battles will be 
fought. 


RUSSIAN LOSSES 700. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 3.—5:35 p. 


m.—The Russian losses in the fighting 
at Kin Chou are officially stated to be 
thirty officers and 700 njen 
killed or 


wounded. These figures were given in 
General Stoessel's report which has 
reached the war office. It is dated May 
28. The method of its transmission to 
Viceroy Alexieff is not disclosed, but it 
is presumed it was taken by Chinese 
junk to New Chwnng. 


Gen., Stoessel reports that owing to 


the absence of the support of warships 
against the Japanese artillery fire at the 
time of the final assault oa the Russian 
positions on Nan Shan Hill during the 
evening of May 26, he at 8 o'clock gave 
the order to blow up the guns and retire. 
The general explains that the order was 
only partially executed as the enemy's 
flank movements necessitated promptness 
in retreat which he says was carried out 
.with great coolness, thus accounting for 
the smallness of the Russian losses. 


KUROPATKIN PRAISES JAPS. 


NEW CHWANG, June 3.—(Morning.) 


—-Every effort on the part of the Rus- 
sians to communicate with the south- 
ern part of the Lino Tung peninsula has 
resulted in failure. The Japanese are in 
control of all means of communication 
and they allow no messages to pass. 
With the exception ot the 
authorities 


the Russians in New Chwang are daily 
growing more depressed at the outlook. 


An officer of high rank who has ar- 


rived here from Mukden spoke as fol- 
lows concerning Gen. Kuropatkin: "He 
is awakening to the fact that the Japa- 
nese are worthy of praise" said this of- 
ficer. "He declares that their recent op- 
erations prove them to be among the 
greatest strategists in the world; and to 
this mus^be added great daring, capaci- 
ty for work .and ability to stand pun- 
ishment.

Arthur, and it is distinctly denied that 
Emperor Nicholas personally ordered 
such a movement.

Occupying a 
he did probably the exact spot oceupiei 
by the immortal Lincoln, he must hav 
been inspired with tile overflowing sen 
timents occasioned by the hour and th 
surroundings'. 


It is an oration that will not be soon 


forgotten and will surely take rank witr 
other notable Decoration day addresses 
The following are a few excerpts froii, 
the address which ring with true patrio 
tisni. 


"As long as this Republic endures o 


its history is known, so long shall th 
memory of the battle of Gettysburg likti 
wise endure and be known, and as long 
as the English tongue is understood so 
long shall Abraharh Lincoln's 
Gettys 


burg speech thrill the hearts of man 
kind." 


"He is a poor American who, looking 


at this field, does not feel within himsel 
a, deeper reverence for the nation's pasi 
and a, higher purpose to make the ha 
tidh's future rise level to her past.

Creaky Doors 
and 
Nerves.—"Every 


6ne of these doors creak so horribly 
that it almost sets mo wild!" exclaimed 
a tired housekeeper who was trying to 
rest a little after the labors of u weari- 
some day. 
Mow, this was not the first 


time she had made the sume remark 
about the creaking of the doorsV when 
with the aid of a bottle of oil and a 
feather she might have made them swing 
noiselessly, and saved herself all the an- 
noyance she had suffered. It is a great 
deal easier to make suggestions than to 
follow them, but it seems to me that the 
"Golden Rule" for housekeeping might 
be this: "If anything goes wrong for 
which there is a remedy, apply it as soon 
OB possible; if there is absolutely no rem- 
edy, don't fret, but make the best of it." 
I believe that often it is not the work 
that makes us foci so thoroughly weary 
at the end of the week as worrying 
over it.

To Repair Dilapidated Chairs.—If you
